It just isn’t work- 
ing. The police department is still busy writing tickets for 
overtime parkers.

And box holders are 
still searching for parking places. 

‘Bye level’’ signs seem to be the answer, as was once de- 
cided ALMOST unanimously at a council meeting.

Reduced Supplies of Desirable 
Grades Increases Valencia Demand 


Under reduced supplies of de-! 
sirable grades and sizes, demand 
for California 


valencias showed 
much improvement during the | 
week ending November 12. Al- 


though small size valencias in low- 
er grades continued low, the fob 
average on valencias for the week 
showed sharp improvement. 

It was estimated that only 
about 250 cars of valencias went | 
to market during the week and} 
shippers state there are approxi- 
mately 200 cars remaining for 
shipment after November 12. That 
quantity is expected to be com- 
pletely shipped the following 
week. 

Because of the moderate sup- 
ply of valenciaas remaining, the 
Orange Administrative Committee 
again recommended unrestricted 
movement of that variety. In ad- 
dition, the Committee recommeénd- 
ed the shipment of 800 cars of 
Central-Northern California nav- 
els and 150 cars of Arizona nav- 
els. This is the first volume 
movement of California’s famous 
seerless oranges. Rains will de- 
lay picking, however, and it may 
be that the full prorate will not 
move because of weather. 

Florida orange sales in the auc- 
tions continue at a lower level, the 
average for the week being ap- 
proximately 25c per box lower 
than the previous sevenday per- 
iod. Shippers in the southern 
state estimate the shipment of 
1625 cars of oranges and 625 cars 
of grapefruit the week beginning 
November 13.
